Three Hundred Men Seize 
Princeton Marshal, Then Ap- 
ply Torch to Factories. 


PRINCETON, Ky., Dec. 1.—The to- 
bacco stemmerfes of John Steger and 
John G. Orr, the latter controlled by 
the Imperial Tobacco Co. of New York, 
were destroyed early today by a fire, 
which was kindleé by a mob of masked 
men. The loss is estimated at. $170,000. - 

The mob, which numbered about 300 


men, entered Princeton between 1 and 
2 o'clock, seized the -night Town Mar- 
shal and disarmed him. They then went 
to the factories and quickly applied the 
torch. The masked men. stood on guard, 
permitting nobody to come near until 
the buildings were completely enveloped 
in flames and help was useless. A squad 
of the mob took charge of the telephone 
office and no word of the affair was 
permitted to go out. 

When the mob saw the fire was be- 
yond contrel they left the town, going 
in the direction of Hopkinsville, dis- 
charging revolvers and rifles as they 
departed. When. the Fire Department 
arrived it could do nothing more than 
revent the fire from destroying build- 
ngs in the vicinity. 

The Steg@g stemmery was built on 
}the south side of town on the Illinois 
Central Railroad, and the Orr building 
in the northern part of the town. 

The Steger factory is controlled by 
the American Snuff Co. and Mr. Steger 
is the Princeton agent for that concern. 
Mr. Orr is the representative of the Im- 
perial company. There was about $150,- 
600 pounds of tobacco in each warehouse 
and all of it was burned. 

The mo , in addition to disarming the 
night policeman, took charge of the po- 
lice station and the waterworks. Even 
had the fire company responded, it 
would have been unable to obtain a 
supply of water. 

The work of the mob is believed to be 
only a furtherance’ of the agitation by 
the tobacco raisers against the Tobacco 
Trust. The organization of farmers is 
known as the Dark Tobacco Growers’ 
Protective Association, but it is not 
known that any member of that organi- 
gation was in last night's mob.

WERE TO MARRY MONDAY 





Reason for Act Unknown, Un- 
less Thanksgiving Day 
Fight Caused It. 





Fred Zingre, a Maplewood dairyman, 
30 years old, who was to have been 
married Monday to Mrs. Tillie Payne, a 
pretty widow, shot himsgif in the right 
temple at:10:30 a. m. Saturday at Man- 
chester and Bartold avenues, Maple- 
wood, within half a block of where his 
fiancee lived. 

While Zingre was lying on the side- 
walk, gasping for breath, Mrs. Payne 
reached the scene. She telephoned for 
a physician and had the dying man re- 
moved to a mearby drug store, where 
she stayed with him and did everything 
in her power to relieve him. 

Zingre was not dead at noon, but Dr. 
Raynells, who examined his injury, said 
that he could live but_a few minutes 
longer. 

Herman Jacobs, a friend of Zingre, 


met him in Maplewood Saturday morn- 
ing and started to walk along Man- 
chester avenue with him toward the 
home of CharleS Wendling, where Mrs. 
Payne lived. On the way to the house 
Zingre stopped and drew his revolver 
from his pocket. He fired 15 shots at 
a spot on a telephone pole, and all the 
bullets struck within a very small 
space. 

“You see what I could do to a man’s 
heart at 15 yards,’’ he said to Jacobs. 
The two men walked up Manchester 
avenue to Bartold avenue, within half a 
block of where Mrs. Payne lived. Zingre 
spoke about some trouble he had with 
several men on Thanksgiving day which 
involved him in a fight. e had a 
slightly discolored eye a the resuit of 
@ blow he received. ' 

At the corner of Bartold and Man- 
chester avenues he stwpped and, told 
Jacobs to walk on ahoad three Steps, 
and then look back. 

“What do you want me to do that 
for?’ asked Jacob remembering 
what: Zingre said a®Sout hitting a 
man’s heart with a bypillet. 
“Oh,/go- ahead, an@ you'll see,” 
commanded. 

Jacobs did so.. Whe! he had taken the 
three steps he turned quickly and looked 
back.

Poison Had Been Given to Him 





by a Friend to Use on His 
Sore Hand. 


John A. Griffin. 80 years old, an ex- 
Confederate soldier, drank carWolic Acid 
at the home of his son, Robert Griffin, 
14538 Madison street, some time between 
9 p. m. Friday and- 4:30 a. m. Sa@iurday. 

He was found lying across a cot in his 
room by his son’ who arose to get a 
drink of water. An empty bottle la- 
beled carbolic acid was found. Mr. Grif- 
fin immediately summoned the City Dis- 
pensary wagon by telephone. The old 
man left no“ note or anything that 
would give a reason for his desire to 
end his life. 

“My father has been ill for severaP 
years with kidney trouble,’ Robert Grit 
fin said, ‘‘and that is the only reason 
canu give for him wanting to take his 
life. He has threatened several times 
before to kill himself, but I thought he 
was only joking and paid no-attention 
to him. On his right hand he has a 
small ulcer of which he has complained 
frequently. 

‘He complained yesterday while talk- 
ing to an old soldier friend of his who 
lives upstairs. The old friend went to 
a store and bought 5 cents worth of car- 
bolic acid and a cake of soap. He gave 
the carbolic acid and soap to my father 
and told him to use it on his hand. We 
have given him carbolic acid before to 
put on his hand and never thought that 
he would commit such a deed.”’ 

On account of Griffin's age it is said 
at the City Hospital that he may not 
recover. The injury from the carbolic 
of his 
stomach promptly, is said to be slight, 
but the sheck to the old man’s system 
was severe. 

Mr Griffin had been a resident of St. 
Louis for over fifty years and ts an old- 
time Breadway -commission merchant. 
He was born in Bowling Green, Ky*, 
and came from a well-known Kentucky 
family. He has four grown sons and a 
married daughter who lives in New Or- 
leans, La,

Work Against Delegate 
Golden’s Bill. 


* The Anti-Saloon League of St. Louis 
has: discovered and has opened fight on 
a well-planned effort to authorize the lo- 
cation of saloons immediately adjoining 
public parks which now is-prohibited by 
ordinance. 


The bill which the league believes has 


this object in view was introduced into 
the Hvuse of Delegates May 18 by Dele. 
gate John Golden, was favorably report- 
ed by the Cammittee on Legislation and 
passed by the House. The bill is now 
pending in the Committee on Legislation 
of the Council. The Rev. Samuel I. 
Lindsay asked Chairman Davis of the 
committee to call a public hearing on 
the measure. The hearing will be held 
next Tuesday, 4 p. m., at which time 
the Anti-Saloon League proposes to 
make its plea against the measure. 


The bill amends the ordinance, Section 


2037 of the Municipal Code, which for- 
bids the location of a saloon within 500 
feet of Lafayette Park, Tower Grove 
Park O'Fallon .ark, Carondelet Park 
or Forest Park. The proposed ordinance 
first reduces thie limit of distance to 
40u feet and then ends up with the fol- 
lowing new clause: 


“Provided, however, that this provi- 


sion shal] not apply to hotels or apurt- 
inent house buildings, of not less than 
150 rooms, which buildings are so co’- 
structed as to be buildings of the first 
Class as defined by the building laws.” 
No such provision appears in the orig- 
inal ordinance. 


“No saloon should be allowed in or 


near a public park which women or 
children frequent,:’ the persons oppos- 
jing the bill plead. “If a man on a 
holiday finds a saloon ready to hand 
he is extremely Iikely to indulge to 
excess, and as a renal

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RELIGION AND THE MUD HABIT. 
According to Mr. George Bernard Shaw’s very 
latest, as it is cabled from London to the Post- 
Dispatch, he “has a mission to enlighten the world 
on the subject of religion.” Then Mr. Shaw pro- 
ceeds to explain. He admits that he has been gen- 
erally suspected of cleverness, and also that the 
suspicion was warranted, because “though in some 
things stupid,” he is really one of the cleverest men 
in England. This is because ordinary Englishmen 
have no “faculty of analysis,” while he has a 
faculty of this kind, which, when things in general 
pass through his mind, separates the truth in one 
pile and the rubbish in another. Hence he, is fitted 
to become the prophet of a new dispensation. 

By something more than a striking coincidence, 
Mr. Shaw is defining what was thought of himselt 
by the man in the observation ward of the St. 
Louis City Hospital who was mistaken in thinking 
himself the Pope of ‘Rome, and infallible. 

According to Mr. Shaw’s explanation, his habits 
of getting down as deep as he can into the mud, 
are logieal. A modern sttam dredge in an old placer 
field drives down into. the mud and brings up tons 
of it, which, having the “faculty of analysis,” jt 
runs through its separators, pouring out a stream 
of liquid mud on one side all day long, and at the 
end of the day having a hanaful of gold dust and 
nuggets on the other side to show for its day’s 
work of disturbance. Mr. Shaw had produced the 
stream of mud continuously. The gold dust and

The annual campaign for the election 
of officers of the Merchants’ Exchange 
will soon be in full swing.
